He will "some- 
times go on a spree, and after such an 
occurrence fails to report for work 
promptly. lUit lie is brave, strong;, act- 
ive, cheerful and tradable. When there 
is work tn be done lie tackles it with 
hearty good will, and never shirks duty 
because it is spiced with danger. The 
railway contractor.* are now convinced 
that white labor, altlious^h higlior, is 
cheaper in the long run. Doubtless it is 
cheaper in the "aliort run," as well. It 
is gratifying to note the fact that -1,000 
white men— skilled and unskilled labor- 
era-T-ara. either here or on the way to the 
province' under engagement to Mr. Onder 
dont.' Many of theae men will Ining 
their familien, and will spttle in the 
country. The lulvantage.s that will result 
from this most jileaaant condition of 
atl'airs are obvious. Hvory branch of in- 
d\i3try will be stiuudatod and encouraged 
and an impetus will he given to the_coun- 
tryi wHIfeh it sadly needs and lias long 
awaited.

Nug- 
gets of considerable value and number 
havo from time to time been purchased 
from them, many of which were obtain. 
orevjcing. These people have as.seriod 
over and over again, during the past win- 
ter, that the Indian known as Captain 
Jack did actually obtain g800, some say 
l?1200, last year worliing, but perhaps not 
alone, on Bridge river. Gold dust, it is 
well known, has always boon more or less 
plentiful among tho aborigines of that 
part of the cotiutry and it is not at all sur- 
prising that there ihuuld bo a larger 
amount of it finding its way into the 
hands of Lillooet ond Clinton merchants 
at tiie present tiiue tiian formerly. It 
might pr^vo of gro;it advantage to tho up- 
per country if this section of it wore thfjr- 
oaghly and systematicully prospected. 
Qold is not conGned to the particular lo- 
cality now boins; imperfectly worked by 
natives, but is found distributed over a 
large extent of ground and persevering 
search may develop surface and deep dig- 
gings that will be of immense benefit to 
the province. It is not at all unlikely 
that rich quartz may iilso bo discovered 
in those mountain r.mgea. 

STREET ENCRO . ICHM /i A' T. 

Tho attention of tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil is directed to the action of the Bishop 
of Columbia in bluckiiig up a part of 
Quadra street to tho serious obstruction 
of ^ that thoroughfat-"e.

Mr. Editor:— In your loader this 
morning you use tlui following expression 
in speaking of the shortcomings of the

Their improvidence in not having insured 
the government property destroyed with 
the warehouse ia more than exceeded by 
their stupid seizure of McNamee & Co. 's 
property, and their neglect to hold tlio 
bondsmen of that firm responsible for 
their failure to complete the work." This 
statement (made inadvertently wo pre- 
sume) is calculated to piojudico a heavy 
claim wo have made a^'aiM3t the provin- 
cial government for breach of contract. 
Wo maintain thai there has been no 
breach of the graving dock contract on 
our part, and that the work was pushed as 
rapidly as the government supply of ce- 
ment justified. Ou the other liand, tha 
then chief commiBsioner hampered tho 
contracts in every conceivablu manner 
from the commencement. Tho engin- 
eers's certificates' were not paid for 
months after they n-ere presented. 'I'he 
dock site was moved 43 feet C inches, 
entailing large ettra cost, loss of time 
and labor. 

To conclude, wo bofj to stale that ou 
the 27th of Juno, 1882, (just twenty-six 
days before the provincial electiuns) when 
Mr. R. Boavon soized tho works plant, 
etc., there was not a sinp;le pound of ce- 
ment fit to go into the worka in the posses- 
aion of tho governinent, and at the same 
time ho owed our firm over §13,000 on 
the resident engineer's cerlificate issued 
on the 14th of April, 1382.

Hon. Mr. Robsou moved that a supply 
bo granted to her Majesty aiul Hint the 
house resolve itself into a ecuuiiiittee of 
the whole on Monday next to consider 
that iiucation. 

Mr. Heaven said that the goveriiiueul 
were i>ursuing a diiieicnt coarse to what 
had boon followed in foriiior years. 

Uoii. Mr. Smitliosaid the motion was 
perfectly in order, and explained the 
course which the house should adopt in 
this matter. Pi^oceduro in the Ontario 
legislature, which was a little difl'erent, 
was also referred to. 

Mr. Orr tliought that the governor's 
speech had been taken into consideration 
and replied tn at tile opening of the house 
when the rusohilion moved by ilie leader 
of the govoriiinont thanking his honor for 
Ilia graeiona speech was carried. (Hear, 
hoar. ) 

Mr. I'eaveu moved th;it liie ataiidilig 
ordora be .'lusiiended for tlie piupiiao of 
receiving tlie petition from .1.

THE UUAVINO dock'. 

Mr. Thoo. Uavie moved thut an order 
of the house be granted for tlie printing; 
and publication of tlie evidence given 
lUiring the la.st aession before a select 
eoinmitlee appointed to eiKpiire into all 
matters relating to the E3(iiiiniait graving 
duck, the exhibits referred to in the evi- 
dence and the luinorty rcnort of the_ dry 
dock coniiiiittee. 

The mover thought the blame or the 
praise, as the ease might be, should be 
placed on the right shoulders with regard 
to the dry dock. Whether it. would ulti- 
mately turn out. beneficial or disastrous 
to the provini^ reinaiiied yet to be seen . 
The late govermnenf,"" which w,ls then 
holding oil toils |)ower by the casting 
voteofilu' .siieaker, pn-veuted tl-.e evi 
deuce and Hie minority re[ii)rt from being 
printed. This minority report, liie iiK'st 
important one lliat had been preseiiLed 
for many years, had been Liiiiked. (Hear, 
hear.) 'I'liis Ljovernment will not look at 
these mattei'S in the same light, and will 
give the evidence and the minority report 
the light of day for the iuforination of the 
house. The hon. gontleniuii then in the 
government knew perfectly well that (lOO 
tons of cement was not a tithe of iho 
((iiantity that would bo re(|Uired. This 
they knew from correspondence wliicii if 
now in existence, would fully aliow this 
to be tliecii.se. If these letters are pro- 
duced they will show that cement will 
have to be sent out by shiploads at a time 
for dry dock work. The nonpublicatton 
of tJie report appeared to be to keep the 
house and the public in tiie dark. In 
consequence of this he wi.shi?d to have the 
evidence and minority report placed bo- 
fore the public. (Hear, hear.) 

i\fr. Beaven roniarketl that if the gov- 
ernment wished to have all the evidence 
again printed he hnd no objection. The 
mover of the resolution was in the habit 
of making wild atatenieiita; but if lie had 
f(dlowed up the matter, as he should h;ive 
done, he would not have attempted to 
educate the house and the country on this 
matter. The COO tons of coment origin- 
ally sent out was fur building a concrete 
sea wall and not for the dry dock at iiU. 
The management of the dock, ao far as 
the late government was concerned, was 
as aatiafaotury na it could bo. (Laughter.) 
Ho contended that the lirat portion of 
stone must cost more than that v.hicii fol- 
lows. 

Mr. Dun.'iinuir thought that the house 
had had enough of the dry dock; it was 
only wasting time. He liopod before 
long that the dry dock would be aatisfac. 
torily disposed of. (Hear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Sniithe replied brielly to the 
remarks of the loader of the opposition. 
If the evidence and report of the commit- 
tee of last session had been properly put 
in the.BesBiunal paper8,.,the, mover of the 
resolutitin and' cithers would nav'e'liad an 
opportunity of reading upon the iiialter. 
That geiillemaii (Mr. IJeuvon) had only 
copied that portion of Mr. .S[)roat'3 letter 
which was favorable to the ends he had 
in view. That letter staled that whole 
shiploads of cement would be re(|uired for 
the dry dock. It did nut matter about 
the sea wall not being built just then, be- 
cause the wall was reipiired and would 
take aa much cement to build it one time 
as another, Uo wished to mention the 
minority report which censured the gov- 
ernment for their management of the dry 
iloL-L. This was notkicked outby tholiouse 
aa was stated by the leader of the opiioai- 
tioii, but was voted out hy tlie casting 
vote of the 3[ieaker, who of course voted 
for tile govermnriit and not the motion, 
and thus .saved them from defeat. The 
greater portion of the people in the inte- 
rior know notliing about these matters 
because these papers had not been pub- 
lished. It. liad always been usual to [U'int 
both minority and majority reports for 
general information, and this course had 
not been pursued by the government last 
session. It would not have cost ten cents 
more to have printed the report and then 
his honorable friend would not have been 
under the necessity of calling for tliese 
papers. The governnieut was iiiucli to 
blame in doing as tlu^y had done in these 
matters. 

Mr. Heaven stated that the hoii. gen- 
tleman was not conlining himself to 
facts. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe continued that the 

late government wore entirely to blame 
and were reapoti.'jiblu for this su[ipre3aion 
of moat vital evidence and there could be 
no j iLstilicalioii fur aueh a course. The 
motives were easily got at. As the elec- 
tiuns'were just coming on this informa- 
tion would have an important bearing 
upon the result of these islcctions. The 
information was iiecessiiry and he would 
aupport the motion. (Hear, hear.) 

i\Ir. Ariiiatrong deprecated tlie loaa of an 
hour's time in the houseful discuasing this 
resolution 

Mr. AUon thought that tiie compariaoii 
of the leader of the opposition was a very 
poor one witli regard to mining operations 
and the supplying of sandstone for the 
dock. 

Mr. Ilobson romarked that tlie prac- 
tice of tlie house had been departed from 
in the instance referred to. The govern- 
ment ha^ ordered that these papers should 
not appear oti the, .aeiaional papers and 



this was decidedly wronj; unless they 
could justify suclr- a-eourao of -action to 
this house. Ho wished to ascertain 
whether it was ni.t a fact that sessional 
papers ordered to be printed should ap- 
pear in the sessiinial papers. 

Mr. Speaker remarked that papers and 
reports ordered to be printed should cer- 
tainly appear on the sessional papers.

The house waa 
treading on very delicate ground and in 
his opinion tliu B. N. .\. .-\ct prohibited 
it froiti dealing with the question, as the 
fintinceihiaiater'liad intimated that it was 
intended to - continue this road further 
south. 

Mr. Orr was 3iiri)rioed at the views of 
moinbera mi a work of this kind.

It waa very 
iiarrov,' miiulod for the house to attempt 
to prohibit an improvement of this kind.

Hon. Mr. Smithe was inclined to sup- 
port the amoiulinont.as the two bills when 
before the house could be compared with 
each other. Altogether this question waa 
a very serious one, and it might bo well 
to postpone the di.-icusaion for a while 
longer. The fact that advantages were 
IHiaae.ssed liy tlie C. P. U. was the strong- 
est argument tliat could be adduced wliy 
the house should be careful in dealing 
with tlijs question.

The Total :Solar Eclipse of May 8th.

WASHixtiTON, Murcli 7. — Under 
date of Irkutsk, Siberia, Dee. S, 1882, 
Lieut. Harbor writes the secretary of 
the Navy, giving a detailed report of 
the operations of his party in their 
.search for the missing people of the 
Ji-^annette. At midnight, June 23rd, 
they left Irkutsk for the Lena Delta, 
arriving at BallunJuly 3d. They took 
ill .stores left hy Engineer Mel ville, and 
fitted out four parties with native 
L'oats. Then followed the chief ii^cid- 
eiits of the search. Diflicuities were 
experienced from day to day of procur- 
ing native guides. Tht-y '"cm fre- 
quently conipelh'il to wade and drag 
the boats for miles. On the morning 
of August 2l8t they reached ]Matra, 
and visited the tombs of Jjieutenant- 
C'ommander De Long and conipaiiioii.s-, 
and put four heavy bolts tlirongh the 
.standard and arms of tlie cross, in ac- 
coiilaiice with the request of Engineer 
Melville, and iheiico search was con- 
tinued to the northward, and on the 
31 .St they reached the spot where De- 
Long and party were found. Search 
was made to see if anythingf remained 
hidden under the .snow. Nothing of 
consccjuenco, howovpr, wj.?. found. 
Returning, the party readied Ballun 
on the 19th of September. Here the 
Jeaiiiietto party was placed in charge, 
of luisigii Hunt. Search was contin- 
ued by Lieuton.ant Harbor and Mr. 
Schuitz. Jjieut. Harbor then gives an 
accoiiut of iioiiUs visited and distanees 
traveled, and adds: "I r(?gret to state 
that no trace of (Jiiipp or his [larty or 
his boat have been seen by us or any 
of the natives. It is propiible that we 
comiuniiicatcd with every native of tho 
Delta, and with those who were near 
tli(! coast." Tlie balance of the report 
relates to arrangeiuciUs for the ronio\J 
111 of I )(;l.oiig and [uirty, mid contains' 
110 iiiforiiKitiou not anticiiiatetl by tel- 
egraph.
